Reds open another front in Vietnam 


Adam Clayton Powell 
dies at age of 63 
MIAMI (AP) — Adam Clay ­ 
to n Po well, the flamb o y an t fo r­ 
mer co n gressman who swep t 
thro u gh 
life with 
b eau tifu l 
wo men o n his arm, a sermo n 
o n his lip s an d an ado rin g Har­ 
lem at his feet, has died after a 
lo n g illn ess. He was 63. 
His death at Jack so n Me­ 
mo rial Ho sp ital Tu esday n ight 
was attrib u ted to co mp licatio n s 
stemmin g fro m an earlier p ro s­ 
tate o p eratio n . 
He had b een co n fin ed to the 
ho sp ital’s in ten siv e care u n it 
sin ce he was airlifted b y the 
U.S. Co ast Gu ard fro m his Bi­ 
min i, Bahamas retreat March 
7. 
The first b lack elected to 
Co n gress fro m the East, Po well 
also b ecame the first co n gress­ 
man in mo dern times ex clu ded 
b y a v o te o f the Ho u se. 
He was tu rn ed o u t in 1967 fo r 
misu sin g fu n ds an d defy in g the 


co u rts, so me 22 y ears after he 
was first sen t to Washin gto n . 
Po well was re-elected in a 
sp ecial electio n o n e mo n th later 
b y his New Yo rk co n stitu en ts 
who p ack ed his 10,000-memb er 
Ab y ssin ian Bap tist chu rch o n 
Su n day s hearin g him admo n ish, 
“Keep the faith, b ab y .” 
Ho wev er, he did n o t try to 
reclaim his seat. 


In 1968, witho u t mak in g a 
sin gle camp aign ap p earan ce in 
Harlem, Po well was re-elected 
again , b y a 7-1 majo rity —the 
same margin b y which the Su ­ 
p reme Co u rt ru led the fo llo win g 
Ju n e that Co n gress had ex ­ 
ceeded its co n stitu tio n al p o wer 
in b arrin g him. 


Bu t he go t n either the $5 5 ,000 
in b ack p ay n o r resto ratio n o f 
the sen io rity that made him 
chairman o f the Ho u se Edu ca­ 
tio n an d Lab o r Co mmittee.

Edmund Muskie and the 
Demo cratic Natio nal Co nv entio n 
swelter in the Miami heat this sum­ 
mer because there’s no t eno ugh 
po wer to run the air co nditio ning, 
they will pro bably blame President 
Nix o n. But mo st o f the blame will 
rest with militant env iro nmental­ 
ists, egged o n by the Muskies o f Co n­ 
gress, who are so wo rried abo ut the 
eco lo gy that they fo rget that peo ple 
are also part o f the scheme o f things. 
Fo r the fact is that large parts o f 
these United States, including the 
Miami area, face “ bro wno uts” o r 
“ blacko uts” this summer as a result 
o f the Natio nal Env iro nmental Po l­ 
icy Act and the pressures no w being 
put o n the co urts by env iro nmental­ 
ist gro ups to prev ent the po wer in­ 
dustry fro m pro v iding the minimum 
needs o f this co untry . 
One o f NEPA’s no ble o bjectiv es 
was to pro tect the env iro nment fro m 
po llutio n o f all kinds o f manufactur­ 
ing and industrial plants, including 
electric generating plants. Befo re a 
generating statio n can go into o pera­ 
tio n, acco rding to the act, it must 
prepare an “ env iro nmental impact 
study ” which satisfies what are fre­ 
quently the impo ssible demands o f 
the env iro nmentalist lo bby . 
There hav e been two rulings 
handed do wn by the United States 
District Co urt in Washingto n, D.C., 
and these hav e the J o int Ato mic En­ 
ergy Co mmittee wo rried. And the 
Ato mic Energy Co mmissio n, the 
Co uncil o n Env iro nmental Quality , 
and the Env iro nmental Pro tectio n 
Agency are urging legislatio n to 
av ert the impending energy crisis 
and stay the hands o f the co urts. 
One ruling pro hibits o peratio n o f 
a nuclear plant in Illino is at ev en 
partial capacity befo re the co mple­ 
tio n— and lo ng study — o f a detailed 
env iro nmental rev iew, leav ing the 
plant idle fo r an indeterminate 
perio d. 
As the co urt’s ruling is generally 
applied, o ther nuclear plants near­ 
ing co mpletio n face the same fate. 
The same co urt also ruled that 
under the 1899 Refuse Act, dusted o ff 
by the env iro nmentalists, the U.S. 
Army Co rps o f Engineers canno t is­ 
sue permits fo r discharges into wa­ 
terway s witho ut first co mpleting en­ 
v iro nmental impact studies— so me­ 
thing distinctly no t in the mind o f 


Co ngress when it passed the act 7 3 
y ears ago . 
“ This decisio n,” Shearo n Harris, 
chairman o f the Ediso n Electric In­ 
stitute to ld the J o int Ato mic Energy 
Co mmittee, “ can delay the start-up 
o f bo th co nv entio nal steam and nu­ 
clear po wer statio ns.” Ev en mo re 
serio us is Harris’ warning that “ the 
ruling might also be interpreted to 
mean that a plant presently o perat­ 
ing must shut do wn until a co mplete 
env iro nmental impact statement is 
prepared.” 


If the env iro nmentalists hav e 
their way , that “ might” will beco me 
a catego rical “ must” — and there 
will go ano ther large piece o f Ameri­ 
ca’s electric po wer pro ductio n. Ac­ 
co rding to a study made by the 
Natio nal Electric Reliability Co uncil 
and presented to the J AEC, the 
hardest-hit areas will be the Great 
Lakes regio n and the so utheastern 
part o f the U.S. The Federal Po wer 
Co mmissio n recently warned that 
Chicago and Miami may be in par­ 
ticularly serio us tro uble. FPC esti­ 
mates demo nstrate that a po wer re­ 
serv e o f between 15 and 20 per cent is 
needed fo r adequate reliability — 
and these areas will be happy if they 
hav e 10 per cent in reserv e. 
Meanwhile, no o ne can estimate 
ho w lo ng the impact studies will take 
to prepare, ev aluate and po ssibly 
litigate. Generating facilities that 
hav e been y ears under co nstructio n 
and co st hundreds o f millio ns o f do l­ 
lars are standing idle, play things o f 
env iro nmentalist fo lly . With sum­ 
mer peak lo ads o f po wer appro ach­ 
ing, tho se plants will giv e no co m­ 
fo rt— co ld o r ho t— to the co nsumers 
o f this co untry . There’ll be a ho t 
time at Miami, certainly , if the air 
co nditio ners are fo rced to shut 
do wn. 
Emergency legislatio n is being 
debated by co mmittees o f Co ngress 
to enable bo th co nv entio nal and nu­ 
clear po wer plants to o perate o n an 
interim basis during the summer. In 
an electio n y ear, the Co ngress may 
act in time, fearful o f po pular 
wrath. But it will take mo re than this 
to co me to grips with the questio n? 
The env iro nmentalist militants o r 
the peo ple? The env iro nment must 
be pro tected— but no t with an ax 
handle. 
Apartment changes 


Chalk up the first co unterrev o lu­ 
tio n in respo nse to the so -called 
sex ual rev o lutio n. The ‘'singles 
o nly ” apartment mo v ement which 
bo o med in the late ’6 0s is a bust no w. 
A few y ears ago apartment 
dev elo pers disco v ered a lucrativ e 
new market in restricting buildings 
to unmarried adults, mainly o f the 
y o ung, 
fancy -free, 
“ sweeping 
singles” kind. So me buildings were 
so po pular that applicants scram­ 
bled to get o n y ear-lo ng waiting lists. 
But no w the fancy seems to hav e 
passed, repo rts Business Week. The 
waiting lists hav e shrunk, the appeal 
is go ne and dev elo pers are quietly 


slipping o ut o f the singles-o nly 
business and co nv erting to “ adults- 
o nly ” —married adults, that is. 
Fewer o f to day ’s y o ung peo ple 
are attracted by management- 
engineered bo y -girl enco unters in 
laundry ro o ms and o n tennis co urts, 
say s the magazine. Besides, the 
po stwar baby bo o m is o v er and there 
are statistically fewer y o ung peo ple, 
swinging o r o therwise. 
It may also be ano ther case o f 
no thing succeeding like success. 
Presumably so me o f tho se co uples 
no w seeking quiet, family -ty pe 
apartment buildings first met in the 
“ swinging singles” 
env iro nment. 
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TV impact; living room now a voting booth

Scho lars Dr. Fredrick Wilhelm- 
sen and Mrs. J ane Bret hav e written 
an impo rtant bo o k, “ The War in 
Man: Media and Machines.” 
I turn to it in the questio n o f TV’s 
impact in the 1972 presidential elec­ 
tio n y ear because the bo o k rev eals 
much abo ut this: the teething ring 
o n which po litical darlings sharpen 
their mo lars. 
By TV’s impact, the liv ing ro o m 
is no w a v o ting bo o th. We liv e in a 
day o f image-making po litics. A 
race ho rse has been described as an 
animal which can take great num­ 
bers o f peo ple fo r a ride at the same 
time. So can TV’s image-making 
po wer. 
The co nsequences are no t o nly 
v ery large but go to the v ery ro o t o f 
representativ e go v ernment. 
TV’s impact can, and o ften do es, 
circumv ent the ratio nal side o f man. 
In a way this makes no nsense o f 
demo cratic pro cedure, 
which 
is 
based o n co nscio us cho ice o n ratio n­ 
al gro unds. 
As the say ing go es, this is a big­ 
ger steal than Manhattan Island. It 
screens fro m the American peo ple 
o bjectiv e assessments. And thus, as 
the unthinking indiv idual thinks and 
feels so , in the lo ng run will we be 


go v erned. We go to the gallo ws ar­ 
guing abo ut the width o f the ro pe 
that hangs us. 
To day mo st po litical leaders 
seem to agree that the United States 
may nev er again no minate fo r presi­ 
dent any man who is no t go o d o n TV. 
Let so meo ne be the mo st ex pe­ 
rienced amo ng the cho ices, admit­ 
tedly the mo st able and clearly the 
mo st co mpetent, y et if he is bad o n 
TV wo n’t the co nv entio n delegates 
say : “ I kno w all that, and I’m fo r 
him, sure. But why no minate a lo s­ 
er? ” 
Wilhelmsen-Bret search analy ti­ 
cally fo r the meaning o f the J o hn F. 
Kennedy impact and the echo ing 
place o f Sen. Edward M. Kennedy in 
this. These scho lars do so imperso n­ 
ally . They sho w a required no -ax e- 
to -grind to tal absence o f bias. That 
appro ach is impo rtant. Their finding 
sho uld no t be misco nstrued as parti­ 
san. 
President Kennedy ’s tenure in o f­ 
fice (33 mo nths) was so fleeting, his 
wo rds and acts so co ntradicto ry , 
that surely the mo st that histo ry can 
judge is whether J o hn F. Kennedy 
was o r was no t a president o f pro m­ 
ise. These are the bare bo nes o f the 
Kennedy my stique.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - There 
is mo re to busing than integratio n. 
J o hn, 
my 7 -y ear-o ld 
so n, 
is 
carried three ho urs each day fo r 
scho o l. No t to achiev e racial bal­ 
ance. But because he is deaf, and 
fo r practical reaso ns the co unty pro ­ 
gram fo r these y o ungsters is at o ne 
central scho o l. 
Fo r three ho urs each day he’s belt­ 
ed in and must sit quietly in o ne seat. 
Fo r him and his co mpanio ns o n the 
bus, and fo r the driv er, this is a 
sev ere emo tio nal strain, tho ugh the 
children o n my so n’s bus are fo r­ 
tunate in hav ing a wo man driv er o f 
understanding and great go o d 
humo r. But she, as a mo ther herself, 
is wo rried at what 
these lo ng 
restrained rides do to the children. 
But that is no t all. These children 
liv e to o far away fro m each o ther to 
be inv ited to birthday parties o r to 
play to gether in the afterno o n. My 
so n can’t walk o v er to their y ards 
casually and ask Mary o r Geo rge o r 
J im to co me o ut and play . My so n 
asks to be driv en to their ho mes, but 
the time required is to o great, ex ­ 
cept o n rare o ccasio ns. 
Ev en wo rse, this lo ng-range 
busing eliminates mo st o f that time 
fo r 
co mpanio nship, 
cy cling, 
baseball, tree climbing and play ing 
ho use essential fo r children. By the 
time my so n arriv es ho me he is quite 
o ften so tired fro m the jo urney that 
o n his o wn acco rd he drifts o ff to his 
bedro o m and naps until dinner, to 
be awakened o nly lo ng eno ugh to 
eat and get himself undressed fo r 
his night’s sleep. 
This is no way fo r a child to liv e. 
The men and wo men in charge o i 
this pro gram are aware o f these 
pro blems. They are, in fact, making 
ev ery effo rt to find a so lutio n—o ne 
that wo uld put these children in 
scho o ls in their o wn neighbo rho o ds. 


They are wo rking fo r this change, 
ev en tho ugh they kno w that because 
o f the high degree o f specializatio n 
required fo r teaching these bo y s and 
girls, the decentralizatio n o f this 
effo rt fo r the relativ ely limited 
numbers o f students inv o lv ed, raises 
so me v ery difficult management 
and finance pro blems. 
But these teachers believ e that the 
emo tio nal strain o f lo ng-range 
busing is just to o great. They also 
perceiv e the v ery great added 
benefit in hav ing these bo y s and 
girls attend scho o l in their o wn 
neighbo rho o ds—with the children 
they play with after scho o l and 
who se parents in many cases kno w 
each o ther. This giv es the stability 
and 
co nfidence 
which 
y o ung 
children seem to require in such 
great amo unts. 
As no ted abo v e, no ne o f this has 
any thing to do with race. 
Because o f my so n’s ex perience, 
this repo rter has talked to a great 
many parents fro m v ario us parts o f 
this co untry , numbers o f who m hav e 
had so me ex perience with ex tensiv e 
busing fo r o ne reaso n o r ano ther— 
so me to achiev e racial balance, 
so me to escape racial balance, so me 
because they iiv e in iso lated areas 
and so me because they hav e wanted 
their children to attend a special 
priv ate scho o l o f quality . 
It is this writer’s studied belief 
after these talks that fo r y o ung 
children the effects o f lo ng-range 
busing are so serio us that to be 
justified the ends to be achiev ed 
wo uld hav e to be essential, certain 
and unattainable by any o ther 
means. 
If we as a peo ple are so bankrupt 
in o ur imaginatio n and o ur ingenuity 
that we can think o f no better way 
than busing to achiev e the educa­ 
tio nal rights o f all o f o ur citizens 
regardless o f co lo r, then I despair. 


placing President Kennedy in the 
White Ho use.

On the do mestic fro nt, in turn, prac­ 
tically no ne o f President Kennedy ’s 
pro po sals were accepted and he suc­ 
ceeded in passing hardly any legis­ 
latio n whatev er. 
Wilhelmsen-Bret state: “ He did 
no thing ex cept narro w almo st to the 
v anishing po int the distance be­ 
tween himself and peo ple.” 
W ilhelmsen-Bret acco rdingly 
co ntend that what Senato r Kennedy 
has inherited thro ugh the memo ry o f 
J o hn F. Kennedy is the memo ry no t 
o f a successful President but o f a tel­ 
ev isio n perso nality —the my stique 
finally being entrenched by the 
ghastly Dallas ho rro r. 


Enter no w the benefit o f the Ken­ 
nedy my stique o n Senato r Kennedy 
and the amazing discussio n o f him 
fo r the presidency . 
These scho lars po int to the fact 
that it wo uld no rmally be unbeliev a­ 
ble that President Kennedy ’s y o ung­ 
er bro ther co uld co nceiv ably by pass 
his Chappaquiddick demo nstratio n, 
thè co ntriv ed co v er-up, the silence 
enfo rced o n witnesses, the impo und­ 
ing o f the co urt reco rds, etc., and be 
regarded as suitable to be president 
o f the United States. 
The scho lars ex plain that Senato r 
Kennedy , ho wev er, has riding with 
him the memo ry o f J o hn F. Kenne­ 
dy . And the impact o f that my stique, 
with what it tells us abo ut the co nse­ 
quences o n representativ e go v ern­ 
ment, is amo ng the bo o k’s co ntribu­ 
tio ns. 


Surely , many peo ple can ho ld a

WASHINGTON (N E A )- The tel­ 
ev isio n fo lks, with their do o m-cry ing 
o v er nearly ev ery primary , may 
well hav e go ne mad by J uly if so me­ 
ho w bo th Sens. Edmund Muskie and 
Hubert Humphrey are still battling 
hard fo r the Demo cratic presiden­ 
tial no minatio n. 
The pro spect is unlikely , and I 
am no t predicting it. But it is no t an 
impo ssibility . Things like that hav e 
happened befo re. 
Giv en telev isio n’s emo tio nal, 
apo caly ptic appro ach to po litics to ­ 
day , it’s pro bably just as well it 
wasn’t pro v iding the same lav ish 
co v erage in* earlier no minatio n 
struggles. 
Thus far this y ear, telev isio n, 
abetted by so me o f its “ print media” 
brethren, has mo derately under­ 
play ed Muskie’s primary v icto ry in 
New Hampshire, gro ssly o v erplay ed 
Go v . Geo rge Wallace’s triumph in 
Flo rida (here and there making him 
so und like a po ssible no minee), in­ 
flated New Yo rk May o r J o hn Lind­ 
say ’s limited gains in so me Arizo na 
caucuses, and put the wro ng fo cus 
o n the Illino is primary (the big thing 
was Muskie’s better than 4 -to -l dele­ 
gate v icto ry o v er Sen. Geo rge Mc­ 
Go v ern, no t Muskie’s 6 3-37 win o v er 
Eugene McCarthy in a po pularity 
test). 
With its present penchant fo r 
plunging candidates to the depths o r 
lifting them to the clo uds o n the ba­ 
sis o f single-sho t perfo rmances, tel­ 
ev isio n wo uld hav e had just a terri­ 
ble time in the y ears 1952 thro ugh 
1964 . 
Think what the electro nic fello ws 
wo uld hav e do ne, fo r instance, with 
the Stev enso n-Kefauv er primary in 
Minneso ta in 1956 . The late Adlai 
Stev enso n had the go v erno r and all 
the o ther to p peo ple with him. No 
o ne sniffed real peril. 
But o ld Sen. Estes Kefauv er 
padded aro und that state and 
who mped Stev enso n by 6 6 ,000 v o tes! 
It wo uld hav e been burial rites fo r 
Adlai o n TV’s mo rning-after sho ws. 
As it turned o ut, tho ugh Kefauv er 
wo n so me o thers (mo stly uno p­ 
po sed), Stev enso n wo n the big o nes 


he needed in Flo rida, Orego n and 
Califo rnia. After that, the wise ty pes 
said Stev enso n was in, and the Keef 
pulled o ut. 
The y ear 1952 wo uld hav e had the 
telev isio n bo y s in v ertigo . First Gen­ 
eral Eisenho wer wo n New Hamp­ 
shire and piled up a big Minneso ta 
write-in that almo st sto le the thing 
fro m fav o rite-so n Haro ld Stassen. 
Then Sen. Ro bert Taft snapped back 
and to o k Wisco nsin and Illino is. 
In Ro und Three, Ike ran up blis­ 
tering winning sco res in New J er­ 
sey , Massachusetts and Pennsy lv a­ 
nia. Taft co unter-punched with v ic­ 
to ries in Ohio , West Virginia, Nebra­ 
ska. 


Eisenho wer struck again in Ore­ 
go n, and Taft slipped past him in a 
bitter So uth Dako ta primary . 
To day ’s telev isio n specialist 
wo uld hav e buried tho se two so 
many times alo ng the way they 
wo uld hav e run o ut o f black and pur­ 
ple. 
They aren’t equipped fo r drawn- 
o ut slugging matches. They like to 
put ’em up and put ’em do wn quick. 
Sho w biz. 
They co uldn’t hav e handled the 
fact that Taft beat Ike, 6 to 5, in pri­ 
maries but lo st the no minatio n o n 
the first ballo t ; that Kefauv er in 1956 
wo n sev en primaries to Stev enso n’s 
fiv e but withdrew befo re co nv entio n 
time; that Barry Go ldwater in 196 5 
went a weak 5-5 in primaries, lo o ked 
bad in three o f his v icto ries, y et 
quickly swept the co nv entio n. 
Then there was that lo v ely mo ­ 
ment in the Lo s Angeles spo rts 
arena in 196 0. J o hn F. Kennedy , 7 -0 
in the primaries, was abo ut to be 
no minated co nv incingly o n the first 
ballo t. 
But galleries packed and sho ut­ 
ing fo r Stev enso n persuaded presti­ 
gio us telev isio n co mmentato rs that 
a thundero us surf was abo ut to wipe 
o ut Kennedy ’s castles o f sand. It 
didn’t. The tide went o ut and nev er 
came back. 
May be that’s when the telev isio n 
ty pes really began to find their o wn 
marv elo us wo rld o f apo caly ptic po li­ 
tics.

If we can ’t af­ 
fo rd a co u p le o f hu n dred bu ck s 
by n o w, we’re in tro u ble.” 
“I’m n o t ashamed o f bein g 
o u t o f a jo b,” he added, “bu t 
it’s q u ite a sho ck to go do wn 
an d co llect u n emp lo y men t mo n ­ 
ey —which is o n ly p ean u ts co m­ 
p ared to what we’v e p aid in 
tax es—bu t they treat y o u lik e 
cattle.” 
“I do n ’t thin k an y o n e o u t o f a 
jo b feels' in ferio r. Peo p le who 
hav e been su ccessfu l are n o t in ­ 
clin ed to feel they are n o t go o d, 


bu t y o u can get fru strated,” he 
adds. 
The lack o f a fin an cial n eed 
also wo rk s again st a Fo rty Plu s 
member. 
“ If a gu y fo u n d a challen gin g 
jo b fo r $10,000, ev en tho u gh he 
u sed to mak e $18,000, he p ro b­ 
ably wo u ldn ’t get it,” said Pete 
P. “A co mp an y wo u ld figu re he 
was ju st tak in g the jo b u n til 
so methin g better came alo n g.” 
So me Fo rty Plu s members, 
which cu rren tly in clu de law­ 
y ers, acco u n tan ts, co mp u ter ex ­ 
p erts, co n tro llers an d en gi­ 
n eers, start their o wn bu si­ 
n esses o r do co n su ltin g wo rk . 
“On e o f o u r gu y s is do in g a 
six -mo n th jo b fo r a co mp an y in 
ho p es that they ’ll hire him,” 
said Jam es B., who heads Fo r­ 
ty Plu s’ p lacemen t co mmittee. 
“On e thin g the co mp an y is 
su re o f, it’s go in g to get six 
mo n ths o f hard wo rk , an d if he 
do esn ’t get a jo b, the ex ­ 
p erien ce wo n ’t hu rt,” he added. 
Last mo n th, a n ew member 
su bmitted his list o f six refer­ 
en ces. When o n e o f the refer­ 
en ces was telep ho n ed by the 
p lacemen t co mmittee, he was 
su rp rised to learn his frien d 
was n o w u n emp lo y ed an d im­ 
mediately o ffered him a jo b. 
“On e 
thin g,” 
Bern ie 
B. 
added, “Fo rty Plu s do esn ’t get 
an y bo dy a jo b. We p ro v ide the 
techn iq u es. The man gets the 
jo b.”

Like 
your husband, many of them 
might not be overweight and 
usually they have been rela­ 
tively active people. 
All too often, the first sign of 
heart disease is a sudden heart 
attack or death. This is why so 
many doctors make such a big 
effort to get people to do the 
things they can do to prevent 
heart disease, even though they 
may think they are healthy. It 
is too late if the first evidence is 
sudden death. Fatty deposits in 
the arteries to the heart do not 
affect the blood pressure or the 
usual X rays or the heart 
sounds we hear. X rays, with 
dye injected into the arteries to 
the heart muscle itself, can 
sometimes identify the disease. 
This procedure isn’t justified in 
healthy looking people such as 
your husband was, because the 
procedure is difficult and not 
totally without danger. 
The various blood tests body 
weight, 
and 
factors 
like 
smoking 
identify 
individuals 
who are in a 
higher-risk 
category, but even this doesn’t 
give us the ability to say what is 
going to happen to one indivi­ 
dual. 
1 have included your letter in 
the column in part to remind 
people that this is a frequent 
story in heart disease, our most 
common medical problem in 
the industialized nations. One 
out of four deaths in the United 
States is from heart attacks.

of excess body fat and adjust 
your diet while-you are still free 
of symptoms, because the first 
symptom may be the last. 
Doctors should be more strict 
about overweight. We are a bit 
too generous about fat and 
anyone who has evidence of 
fatty deposits around the waist 
or over the small of the back 
has an increased likelihood of a 
heart attack.

Baseball strike 
a total disaster 
to Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI (A P)— Hold onto y ou r tickets, opening day 
has been postponed becau se of an economic storm. 
Cincinnati, a charter National Leagu e team, has alway s 
been priv ileged to open the season early , bu t the Major 
Leagu e Baseball Play ers Association strike continu es. 
In Chicago Tu esday night the owners v etoed a compro­ 
mise proposal for the second time. 
TTie Reds Tu esday said their opener against the Hou ston 
Astros had been postponed. Abou t 51,000 ticketholders were 
told to hang onto them u ntil an annou ncement abou t another 
opener after the strike ends. 
“Opening gam e’’ is a traditional occasion in Cincinnati 
and has been a boon to downtown Cincinnati since constru c­ 
tion of the new Riv erfront Stadiu m. 
The stadiu m had been readied for the opener when the 
Reds’ front office told the workmen to go home, there wou ld 
be no game. 


Signs in bars and restau rant windows cam e down. The 
signs welcomed the baseball season and hu ngry fans down­ 
town for the day . 
Economically , the cancellation cau sed many problems, 
particu larly with restau rants. 
The Netherland-Hilton Hotel, which was preparing an 
annu al, 250-plate baseball lu ncheon for one grou p, receiv ed a 
cancellation and is now stu ck with the food. 
Many indu stries traditionally inv ite their ou t-of-town 
cu stom ers in for the day as a pu blic relations ploy . 
“ I’v e got 1,500 people coming in here,” said an ex ecu tiv e 
at a local fou ndry . “Normally we show them arou nd the 
plant, giv e them lu nch and take them down to the ball park. 
“ Now what am I going to do with them? I gu ess I’ll ju st 
hav e to giv e them some drinks and let it go at that.” 
The Reds were ex pected to lose $250,000 in the cancella­ 
tion. 
Abou t a dozen Red play ers continu ed to work ou t on the 
Astrotu rf football field at the Univ ersity of Cincinnati. It is 
the sam e su rface u sed in the stadiu m. 


Miller labels Cincy owner a 'liar' 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Marv in 
Miller, ex ecu tiv e director of the 
striking Major Leagu e Baseball 
Play ers Association left for 
Baltimore today after branding 
Cincinnati Red General Man­ 
ager Bob Howsam “a liar” . 
Howsam had charged earlier 
in the day that withou t Miller 
there wou ld be no play ers’ 
strike and that baseball wou ld 
be better off withou t him. 
“ Mr. Howsam is a liar,” said 
Miller. “I appreciate the com­ 
pliment, bu t it isn’t tru e. I 
cou ld go to Timbu ctoo and it 
wou ldn’t make any difference. 
He assu m es this is a one-man 


organization. 
“Bu t these are not the sam e 
play ers as there were in the 
game 20 y ears ago. Howsam 
and some of the other owners 
and general m anagers are liv ­ 
ing as it was 20 y ears ago. The 
play ers today are more con­ 
cerned. 
more 
sophisticated, 
more edu cated. They are aw are 
how mu ch money there is in 
this game, despite the owners’ 
cry of pov erty . 
“This is ridicu lou s and ab­ 
su rd. Fortu nately not all of 
management is this w ay .” 
Howsam was not im m ediate­ 
ly av ailable for comment. He 


was at an owners meeting in 
Chicago. 


Miller said he was conv inced 
the owners are not interested in 
reaching a settlem ent 
ev en 
thou gh it will cost them money 
if the strike continu es. He said 
he believ es they are more in­ 
terested in “breaking the back 
of the play ers association.” 


Miller met with 12 Cincinnati 
Reds play ers. The Reds had 
been schedu led to meet the 
Hou ston Astros today in their 
season opener. 
Miller maintained the money 
is already in the pension plan 


to fu nd the play ers demand for 
a 17 per cent increase in bene­ 
fits. He said the actu ary money 
belongs to the play ers bu t the 
owners mu st agree to release 
this fu nd and they won’t do it. 


“All we’re say ing is the mon­ 
ey in the plan has the capabil­ 
ity of pay ing the increased 
health and pension benefits,” 
he said. 


“We hav e pu t ou r money 
where ou r mou th is,” he said, 
noting that it was “strange” 
that the owners did not accept 
the contention that there was 
$800,000 av ailable in the fu nd. 


“The plan employ s and ac­ 
tu arial firm, Retirem ent Plans 
Inc., 
Clev eland. 
They 
hav e 
been doing this job for 17 y ears 
and were hired by John Gal- 
breath, an owner. In the past 17 
y ears no one has challenged its 
figu res. Now we ask them to 
u se these figu res and they 
won’t accept them. 


“The solu tion is for the own­ 
ers to stop the nonsense of try ­ 
ing to break the association and 
to sit down and negotiate. If 
they did we’d hav e a settlem ent 
within an hou r... no, within 15 
minu tes.”

CHICAGO (AP) — Terming 
the demand for a 17 per cent 
hike in pension benefits “totally 
u nreasonable,” baseball’s 24 
major leagu e team s posted “No 
Game Today ” signs at their 
ballparks and tossed the ball 
back to their striking play ers 
on what was to hav e been open­ 
ing day of the 19 72 season. 
After an emergency fiv e-hou r 
meeting at which all of the 
clu bs were represented, John 
Gaherin, 
negotiator 
for the 
ow ners, reported that the 
teams had reaffirm ed the posi­ 
tion of their Play er Relations 
Committee, which had earlier 
tu rned down the play ers’ pro­ 


posal to end the strike. 
“There was no sentiment to 
accept the play ers’ poposal,” 
said Gaherin, looking grim and 
worn. “The whole m atter of a 
17 per cent raise in pension 
benefits is v itally u nreasonable, 
ev en in the light of the play ers’ 
cost of liv ing argu m ent, which 
is not applicable in pension 
plan negotiations.” 
The play ers had offered to re­ 
tu rn to work on Monday , ac­ 
cepting the owners’ original 
$49 0,000 boost for their health 
care package prov ided they 
cou ld u se the su rplu s in their 
$45 million fu nd for pension im ­ 
prov ements. That proposal was 


rejected as “an impru dent ap­ 
proach” by the Play er Rela­ 
tions Committee and that rejec­ 
tion was u nanimou sly endorsed 
by the 24 clu bs in Tu esday 
night s meeting. 
“We are calling on the play ­ 
ers association in the interest 
of the pu blic and the gam e of 
baseball to hav e the play ers re­ 
join their clu bs so that the sea­ 
son may commence as soon as 
practicable,” said Gaherin. 
“ It wou ld certainly be an ad­ 
v antage to all concerned to get 
the season started,” said Gahe­ 
rin. “There’s no reason why 
this m atter can’t be dealt with 
that w ay .” 


Gaherin said he wou ld a t­ 
tempt to resu m e negotiations 
with Marv in Miller, ex ecu tiv e 
director of the play ers associ­ 
ation, today . “I’ll call him in 
the morning, if I can find him ,” 
Gaherin said. 
Miller 
was 
in 
Cincinnati 
Tu esday night to meet with 
Reds play ers. E arlier Tu esday , 
the Cincinnati clu b officially 
postponed today ’s game against 
Hou ston which was to open the 
19 72 season. 
Gaherin said he had no new 
proposal to bring to the play ­ 
ers. 
“We will wait u ntil we hear 
something reasonable within

Gaherin indicated that the 
owners might accept some in­ 
crease in pension benefits, bu t 
that the 17 per cent demanded 
by the play ers was too high. 
“That’s not the kind of thing 
y ou negotiate in a news confer­ 
ence,” he said. 


Gaherin said the strike wou ld 
continu e “u ntil we get a satis­ 
factory settlem ent or the play ­ 
ers agree to play .”

“ Dr. Crane,” she moaned, 
“ something terrible has just 
happened to me! 
“ I am engaged to be married 
to a wonderful man whom I met 
last fall at a football game. 
“ We have dated ever since 
and are madly in love. 
“ But now I have just learned 
that we are second cousins! 
“ So my parents feel I should 
break off our engagement. 
“ What is your advice, for you 
are both a psychologist and 
physician?” 
Incest Taboo 
Ever since Moses, the Bible 
has vetoes marriage between 
those who are closely akin. 
Yet 
venerable 
Abraham 
married his own half sister. 
And Jacob married his first 
cousins. 
Moses himself was the off­ 
spring of aunt and nephew. 
And Lot’s two daughters, 
fearing they would be “ old 
maids” because of their secret 
dwelling in a cave in a foreign 
country, thus connived to 
seduce their own father. 
So they got Lot drunk and 
then took turns mating with 
him until they conceived and 
bore sons to their own father. 
Lot 
thus 
simultaneously 
became father of his own sons 
and grandsons! 
So why did this ancient taboo 
ever arise against incestuous 
matings? 
Well, our ancestors realized 
that by such inbreeding, we can 
accentuate 
the 
hereditary 
traits of the two parents. 
They may both be normal, 
healthy specimens, yet be 
carrying 
such 
recessive 
characters 
as 
feeble­ 
mindedness, diabetes, deaf­ 
ness, etc. 
Thus, maybe one out of every 
4 of their offspring may be born 
deaf, diabetic, feebleminded, 
etc. 
By the same token, however, 
the parental good traits may 
also be just as firmly en­ 
trenched in the offspring and 
thus produce a genius. 
Dr. Dunlap, famous Johns 
Hopkins psychologist of a 
generation ago, wrote a very 
shocking paper on this very 
subject. 
He recommended intensive 
inbreeding, as of marriage be­ 
tween father and daughter or 
brother and sister. 
For this, he argued, would 
suddenly bring all those latent 
recessive traits out into the 
open. 
Then, 
by 
institutionalizing 
the obvious feebleminded or 
sterilizing them, Dr. Dunlap 
said 
we 
could 
soon 
rid 
mankind’s eugenical stream of 
those defective genes. 
In most of our states there 
are laws, however, against the 
marriage even of first cousins. 
But when Anne and I went 
back over the direct ancestry of 
herself and her fiance for the 
past 4 generations, we found no 
evidence of any defects. 
So I told her she need not fear 
handicapped offspring by such 
a union. 
In fact, it is eugenically safer 
to marry close relatives of good 
stock than to pick mates of 
random lineage where sub­ 
merged recessive traits may 
still be present. 
Cigarettes and other drugs 
are probably producing far 
more defective offspring than 
would happen by widespread 
intermarriage of our good 
stock. 
For 250,000 defective babies 
were reported born last year!
